GOLDEN GOAL 
TO COUNT DOUBLE? 


A proposal to abolish the 

ewly-introduced 
sudden-death “golden goal” 
concept is to be sumitted to 
UEFA by the Football 
Association of Ireland. 
Instead they suggest the first 
goal scored in extra-time 
should be worth double in 
the event of a draw, so the 
team scoring first in extra- 
time would win. If there 
were no goals the match 
would go to penalties. 

Des Casey, Ireland’s 
representative on UEFA’s 
executive committee, said at 
UEFA’s Euro 96 Round 
Table, held last week in 
London, the system could be 
one way of reducing the risk 
of the unpopular penalty 
shoot-out in major 
competitions. 

The system of the sudden- 
death “golden goal” winner, 
introduced for the first time in 
a UEFA tournament in June’s 
European Championship 
finals, was unpopular, Casey 


said. “The concept of the 
golden goal shoot-out to 
decide matches should not be 
discarded but fooked at 
again,” he said. “One idea is 
that the first goal scored in 
extra-time should count as 
double, that extra-time should 
be played for the full 30 
minutes and that if the teams 
finish level at 1-1, for 
example, the team that scored 
first wins because their goal 
counts as double, 

“Tt is the same principle as 
the away-goals rule already 
used in European club 
matches and means the team 
falling behind has to score 
twice to win. 

“This system could help to 
ease the fear of the match 
being over as soon as a goal is 
scored.” 

Casey said the Irish 
federation would formally 
present the proposal to 
UEFA’s executive board as 
soon as possible. 

Terry Venables, whose 


England team were eliminated 
in a penalty shoot-out in the 
European Championship 
semi-finals by Germany, 
backed the idea. 

“We have reached the stage 
where we have to start 
experimenting with new 
ideas,” he said. “It is no 
longer good enough for us all 
to sit back and congratulate 
ourselves politely for a job 
well done. 

“Tam all in favour of this 
and any other idea which 
encourages coaches to play to 
win.” 

The round-table discussion 
featured UEFA president 
Lennart Johansson, UEFA 
secretary-general Gerhard 
Aigner and Euro 96 
organising committee 
chairman Egidius Braun. 

Johansson said he 
welcomed Casey’s proposal, 
which would be examined by 
UEFA in due course.

History: The club was formed by three local mining teams amalga- 
mating in 1881. The side first played at Jubilee Park until 1888 when 
they moved to North End Park which was oft referred to as the 
"Colliers Den" and is still open today. In 1917 the club moved to 
Central Park. in 1921 the Main Stand -was opened and two years 
later this small club reached the first division. They had increased 
rivalry as local boys Lochgelly United were around in the League until 
1926. In 1949 the Blue Brazil boys beat Rangers 3-2 in the first leg of 
the League Cup quarter finals and over 25,000, well more than 
Cowdenbeath's actual population, turned out to see Rangers reverse 
this result. In October 1968 the club switched on its floodlights for the 
first time, in a game against Celtic. Central Park saw not only football 
but greyhound racing, speedway, and stock car racing for which it is 
now a leading venue and in 1985 the World Championships were 
held there. In 1983 the Chapel Street stand roof was blown off and in 
November 1985 vandals caused much damage to the stand atter set- 
ting it alight. Considerable money has been spent improving the facil- 
ities at the ground. It is still a small town club and now languishes in

With half-time still six 
minutes away, he booked 
Stewart for a second handball 
and sent him off. 


The match was effectively 
Over as a contest. Sunderland 
played with its remaining nine 
men back in defence for the 
test of the game before losing 
2-0) to two late goals. 

Reid was furious and could 
hardly find workds to describe 
his feelings. Police protected 
Danson’s dressing room door 
and Sunderland’s fans went 
away feeling they had lost as 
much to the refereee as to 
Arsenal.
